Coitus. Qrant and; fflffgrius Address the 
Electors on Municipal Hatters. 



Mayor Veil Hakes a Uoahle-Banelled Attaok- 
Ttae Speakers Accorded a ITalr Hearing by 
a Very Large Audlence-The Dry Sub- 
ject of VTater the Principal Topic. 



Thoro was a full house ut the city hall 
uvoiiing to listen tu the remarks of the 
two cniiditlutos for tho mayoralty chair, 
uiid tho iiuiiioroua aspirants for auata at 
the eiiuiicil board. Thore was a fair 
i'u|U'usuiit'iliiiii of the intelligent elector- 
ate of VieUnia at eight o'clock, bhe hour 
set for upoiiiiiy the ball, 

(Jii motion of Couii. Poarse, aeconded 
by Couii. IIi;,'ginB, his worship Mayor 
Full was voted to tho chair. 

After an invitation had boon extundcd 
tu tho audience to fill the empty aoatv 
within tlio rtvil, his worship said that they 
had int3t tu-ni^lit for the purpose disouss- 
injj muiiicipal (luustions, and it was tlio 
duty of all to take a lively interoat in 
mat tors aiiportiiitiiiio lo thu city's wolfarc. 
lie tiiisted that a fair hearing would be 
acconled each speaker, and that some 
|iui'iiiiei.t i|ue.stion3 would be put to the 
uaudidutua.

110 could not take an active [lart hiin.self. 
lie would mil, dobtiii tlioin, lint an thi.s 
was Cotin.

CouN. (Jkant, after stating that if he 
.spuku tlrst ho would request that he again 
be allowed a few minutes in which tu rc- 
|)ly. He trusted that a fair hearing would 
1)0 uccordcil all, as ho desired that fair 
play should bo given to all. He had come 
to-night prepareil with facts to place lie- 
fore tlioni, and if he stated anything in 
error, ho did so unintentionally, and was 
subject to correction. Ho tliought to 
night nothing but municipal matters 
should bo discussed, and to these he 
would eonlini! himself, with the e.\ce])tioii 
ot line iiibtancu. lie had been reported 
lis licing more of a Vancouverito than a 
\'ictiiriaii. Now, ho was prepared tn 
show that he had interests in Victoria 
eight times as great us those in Vancou- 
ver, and he was connected by famUy tics 
with those who had very groat interests 
here. It was his homo and very dear to 
him. Willi regard to the buaiiiesa at the 
council board, of which ho had been a 
nienibor for throe yours, lie stated that 
tile revenue bad increased very inucli, 
principally by the reudjustniont of the 
assessment roU, and he himself had had 
his taxes doubled. He did not grumble 
at that, fur he was willing to contribute 
his share to the general im)irovetiient <d 
ihe city. The rovenuo received in 18ci(i 
was .Slii'J.OOO, while the revenue for last 
year would be something like .^<14-',UtK), 
an increase in revonuo, witliout an increase 
m taxation, of SiO,OtX>. Referring tu 
drainage, lie aaid if honored with the 
mayor's chair, he would endeavor to do 
his liest in this particular. Thoy should 
try and make the city attractive, and ho 
thought during tho present year it 
would bo ncceai;.-.ry to o.\pend a 
fair amount on Beacon Hill, and 
in improving the drives along tlie sea. 
During the past few years considerable 
hud been done in improving tho streets, 
and it would be necessary again to expend 
a good deal. He thought owners of jirop- 
eity in opening it up should be conipellcil 

111 make streets passalilo for a grocer earl 
at least. He would refer to one thing 
outside of municipal matters, that of the 
withdrawal of the subsidy to tiie San 
Francisco steamers. He thought the 
council going out and tho one coining in 
should each take this important question 
up. It Would be ft serious blow to Victor- 
ia if these steamers were to be discon- 
tiuued. In the matter of expenditure he 
thought it but wise that tlio money hIiouIiI 
be spent among ihuniselvos, even though 
it cost a little more. Referring to the 
most important question befere them — the 
water works — Coun. Grant said that 
there had been cnnsideruble diti'erence of 
iijjiiiioii ill the council during the past year. 
1 le went over the various jihases of tlie 
matter and said al last that he and Coun. 
I'earae had come tu the conclusion that 
some prominent hydrostatic engineer 
should bo called in tu give an oi>inion. 
He read tho report that had been brought 
in by Coun. Pearso and himself on the 
L'lth Aug., recommending that an en- 
gineer be appointed for this purpose, but 
il was voted down. Coun. Barnard 
broiiglit in later a re])ort recomniending 
that 'J'. C. Kcofer, C. M. G., be appointed 
for the purpose, and this carried, al- 
though it was similar to that brought in 
by ('nun, I'earsc and himself. lie had 
iiiciiliniied Mr, Ivecfer ami ntliors who 
were I'liiiipetent to give the desired opin- 
ion, i\lr. Keefor reported and favored 
what is now known as the Sunnnerliold 
sciioiiie. When it came up ho objected 
to it being carried out in the manner 
liroposed, without estimates of cost, etc. 
This was his only olijection. With Cotiti. 
I'earso ho had bi-otight in a report, asking 
that Jlr. .Stiinnierliold luaki^ an I'slim.ate 
of cost. It was a reasuiiabic inpicsl and 
without estimates of cost iiu business 
man wmild go into large expenditure. 
Coun. Pearso wont further than himself 
in tho matter, but ho was prepared, and 
had stated ao at tho council board, to sup- 
port the scheme if an estimate of coat 
was furnished. But this was refused, and 
lliercfore he opposed tho manner in which 
the work was lieing transacted. Chief 
.luslice Begbie had sustained them out 
in their opinion. He challenged any man 
to say in what manner ho had over done 
anything that was not in the interests of 
llie city. He was thoro to protect its in- 
terchts and had done so, and had 
only followed the course that 
any reasonable business man wuiilil 
have taken. This was the diflereiico 
of opinion between tlie council. With re- 
gaid l< Mr. Iveefer's report, there were 
somojiarlsof it from which he ditfered. 
He liad picked up a card from Coun. 
Coiighlan, which stated that tho cost 
would be near 1?12!),()00, but he was not 
prepared to accept that as being entirely 
correct. lie was in favor of bringino 
every necessary supply of water to Victo- 
ria, 'riiey might build tho addition in 
three years, but he did not think anyone 
wniiteu to wait that long for it. He was 
in favor of tho Ifl-inch main, and favored 
the liorrowiiig of money for tliat piiriiose. 
lie favored a high survico reservoir and an 
auxiliary Hleain puin|) to help force tho 
water. Ho had estimated that every- 
thing would cost §150,000. Thoy (Coiiiis. 
Poarse and Grant) wore referred to 
Water Commissioner Suinmorlield for 
inforiinition, and after looking over 
the jdaiis, thoy asked Uir an 
cHliiiiate, litit this Mr .Stnninerlield 
declined to give.

The seduction case of \V. K. Black, of 
JeU'eraon, came loan abrupt end in .) usi- 
tice Hunipliroy's court at .\lbany, Oregon, 
on Wednesday evening, by the prisoner 
iiian-ying tho prosecuting witness, Miss 
Elva Ponioroy of Scio. The ceremony was 
lierfornied by tho .lustice before whom 
tho trial had coninieneed. 

All old lady named Vicente Hernandez 
was strangled by a gang of thieves and 
murderers at Pardras Sinalua, near Nng- 
ales, for her money. They stabbed her 
twice after they had cboked her to death, 
and cruslied her head with an axe. They 
then robbed her of SI, 000, tho savings of 
eighteen years liard labor. The inspector 
of Pardras is implicated. 

Calvin Plaso, while blasting in a well ^ 
last Wednesday at San .\ntonio, Texas, 
touched off a short-fuse dynamite cart- ;

On New Year's day lie 
received 1,500 congratulatory telegrams. , 
His holiness has informed all tho special ; 
foreign envoys that ho will grant them an I 
audience for their leave-taking whenever j 
they desire. Ho intends to send auto- | 
graphs to all the sovereigiia who have \ 
written to him. It is stated in Vatican ! 
circles that the letter to Queen Victoria 
will be of special importance. 

A young man who was personating 
Santa Clause at a Christmas festival in 
tho Methodist Ohurcli Selmol of Colum- 
bus, N. J., came very near being buriu.'d 
to death. Me was attired in a suit of 
tweed, and the raw cotton gave him a 
closer resemblance to the cliildren's pat- 
ron Saint, his features being concealed by 
a mask covered with a flowing white 
beard. The children forced him against 
the Christmas tree, which was illuminated 
with candles. These set fire to his cotton 
suit and in an instant ho was in llanies. 
A panic occurred in the audience, who 
rushed for the door, Iranipling children uii- 
dorfootand injuring a number. Intho nietm 
time one or two cool-headed men 'wrap- 
ped the burning Santa Glaus in their over- 
cuats and extinguished the flames in time 
to save his life, but he was badly burned.

FATAL ACCIDENT. 

Joseph Harroil Wounded the Charge From 
a Shot Oim and Dies From the Bflfects— 
ITrlghtful Injuries. 

Yesterday iifternoon .Joseph Harrod, 
a brickinaker by trade, but lately em- 
ployed by tho Victoria Gas Co., was shot 
and fatally wound-dd. He was standing 
on Finlaison's bridge, having been attrac- 
ted there by an accident which had hap- 
pened to a corporation horse and waggon. 
Ho had a double-barrelled shot gun in his 
band, the stock of which was resting on 
thu boards, with the muzzle against his 
loft aide just abuvo the hi]). Mr. Wm. 
Luney, tho contractor, was with him, and 
llarrod was talking about certain matterf; 
when in a most unaccountable manner 
tho charge in the gun suddenly exploded 
and with a cry of "Oh! BUI, I'm done 
for,", he fell, but was caught by Mr. 
Luney, who carried him to a hack which 
was standing on tho bridge. 'I'he woun- 
ded man waa taken to St. .Joseph's Hos- 
pital, where Uru. ,1. S. and J. D. 
Melincken exnmined his wounds, which 
were found'to,. be of u fatal nature, and 
Harrod expiried in less than half an hour. 
Ho was unconsoioiis up to the time of his 
death. Tho aui^ieal examination ' dis- 
closed tho fact that tho shot entered the 
abdomen, jiassiiig upward underneath the 
ribs, live of which were literally broken 
to pieces. Tho shot then passed out 
ijelow the lliird rib, m.aking a lai^e hole, 
tearing ojien tho pleural cavity, injuring 
tho left lung antl also tho pericordium 
and heiut. All that mortal man could do 
to save tho jioor man's life was done, 
llarrod was a native of England, but came 
to this city only a short time ;igo from 
Ijondon, Out., wlua'e he leaves a wife and 
two cliihireii t o inourii his loss. His age, 
it is said, was it'.i years. An inquest will be 
hold by Coronor Jackson on Monday 
morning at II o'oloek a.m.
